Unwin-Powell Sentences Create 
Controversy in Legislature 


By I. B. WINDROSS 


EDMONTON — Preliminaries 
to the actual work of the Al- 
befta Legislature session were 
getting pretty well cleared 
away early this week, and there 
were indications that consid- 
eration of legislation and the 
budget might get under way 
next week. 

Provincial Treasurer Solon 
Low announced Saturday that he 
hoped to have the budget intro- 
duced next Monday — “unless 
something unforseen prevents it.” 
If that aim is realized it will 
constitute just about the earliest 
session in Alberta’s history that 
the budget has appeared. 


The opening of the House last 
Thursday for the sixth session 
since the 1935 election coincided 
with the imprisonment of J. H. 
Unwin, ML.A., and G. F. Powell, 
“Social Credit expert,” for three 
and six months respectively. 
They began serving their sen- 
tences at practically the same 
moment as the legislature opened, 


the} and they were the subjects of

‘that afternoon and the next day. bridge, who remained for the 


The Social Credit side brought 
in a_ resolution describing the 
pamphlet, whicn resulted in the 
sentencing of Unwin and Powell 
for criminal libel, as being a 
"humorous dodger,” which was 
meant to harm no one. The reso- 
lution attributed tc unnamed per- 
sons “the impression” that the 
convictions and sentences were 
“a grave miscarriage of justice” 
and asked the Minister of Justice 


at Ottawa to grant full remis- 
sion of the’ sentences’ imme- 
diately. 


First Time in British History 


It was the first time in British 
history, sc far as can be deter- 
mined, that a legislature has pre- 
sumed to cast reflections upon 
the decisions of a superior court. 
Rather than take part in proceed- 
ings which they declared to be 
improper—-and quoted rules of 
parliament to support their views 
-—all the members of the oppo- 
sition side of the House walked 
out, with one easception. That 
exception was Dr. P. M. Camp- 
bell, Unity member for Leth- 


vote and recorded ‘the sole vote 
against the resolution. 

All the members of the oppo- 
sition had expressed entire wil- 
lingness to intercede in behalf of 
Mr. Unwin, as a fellow member 
of the House, by sending a mes- 
sage to the Minister of Justice 
askingrfor remission of sentence. 
They would add their names to 
any such message drafted by the 
members of the House after the 
J.egisature had adjourned for the 
day, contributing to the plea 
simply as private citizens, they 
said. But they could not take 
part, as members of the House, 
in a proceeding which was im- 
proper, That suggestion was 
not heeded; the Social Credit 
inajority of the House adopted 
the resolution.

This increase is hard to 
understand in view of the fact that farmers, on 
the. whole, received more for. their crops this year 
than was. received, last year, Notwithstanding 
this, however, the relief and hospitalization costs 
are’ continuing to mount again this winter. 


Responsible for ‘this, to a certain extent, are 
farmers of the district who “import” outside labor 
und keep the hired hand, and his family, if such 
be the case, for three or four months, At the end 
ofthis period, the laborer (or a member of his 
family) becomes ill. The farmer.or employer has 
not the means to furnish the sick person with 
medical care, nor has the laborer, himself,.enough 
to pay the cost. The man then becomes a 
charge. on the Municipal District. Under, Provin- 
cial Legislation, the Municipal District is forced 
to bear the full cost. of hospitalization for indi- 
gents*who have resided. in their district for more 
than three months. . 

This does hot mean that farmers. should do 
away with hired help, but would it not be much 
more reasonable for the ratepayers of the District 
and just, as. satisfactory to the farmer to obtain 
his help from within the..Municipal District in 
which he resides? -By doing this, relief costs 
would be cut considerably, and the Municipality 
would have less expense for the.care of these in- 
digent sick, who are, generally speaking, tran- 
sients, and will ‘drift'on after convalescing. 


Where Has it Gone? 
grr ATIES of Alberta taxes being further 


increased has ‘aroused in the electors of the 


Province a curiosity to inspect the Public Accounts 
which will, be. presented at the present Legislature: 
session. Social Credit-ers. point. with a great deal 
of’ pride’ to the* factthat-the present: government 
has not inereased the bonded inidebfedness of the 
Province. It surely hash’t, and it would be impos- 
sible for ‘it to do so, because ‘of the serious im- 
pairment in Alberta’s credit brought on by the 
actions. of Premier Aberhart and his government. 
Investors’ faith in the integrity of the present re- 
gime is gone. 


Another point arises which is worthy of con- 
‘sideration: Under the provisions of “The Pro- 
vincial Securities Act,” passed by the present gov- 
efnment, interest accruing on all except one of 
the.bond issues of the Province of Alberta has been 
paid at only one nalf of the.interest coupon rate. 
Premier Aberhart has saved well over $2,000,000 
for his government in the past two years by this 
action. In addition, the government has defaulted 
on bonds totalling $5,611,000. Add to this sum‘ ap- 
proximately $6,000,000 for forfeited savings cer- 
tificates and the sizeable total of over twelve mil- 
lions is reached. No wonder the present govern- 
mnt has found it unnecessary to float a bond 
issue! 

By forfeiting on debenture payments and 
slashing interest rates, Premier Aberhart has hit 
upon ‘a much less business-like method of swelling 
his coffers than by floating a new bond issue. He 
has broken ‘faith, and by doing so, has done irre- 
parable damage to the credit of Alberta, such dam- 
age that this province will be an outcast in the 
investment market for years to come. At the 
same time, Aberhart has done just that which he 
claims a bond issue would do; he has mortgaged 
the present against the future, for until these de- 
faulled payments are. met, Alberto’s credit will 
not be worth a plugged nickle in the financial 
markets of the world. 

This article can close only the way it began. 
Electors will be interested in those public accounts 
which will show where this twelve million dollars 
has gone, where the revenue from already in- 
creased taxes has been spent, and’ why Premier 
Aberhart is considering the raising of an even 
greater sum through the medium of taxation this 
coming year.

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Someone in the East has spoke of being “tired 
of carrying the West.” My own observations lead 
me to believé this to be an entirely erroneous 
diagnosis of Canada’s troubles. fhe reverse might 
be more nearly correct. Don’t forget the eastern 
manufacturer has to make nis profits, the railroads 
have to make some showing, the speculator is 
only. satisfied with a good, big dividend. These 
profits and dividends don’t stay in the West. The 
East, far-from having to “carry the West,’ may 
Stroke the long-suffering Westerner once in a 
while, the right way, so that these nice profits 
inay still flow without interruption into the ‘pock- 
ets of the industrialists, etc., etc. How many réally 
wealthy people live in the West? Not many, and 
this is-strange, as a vast portion of Canada’s real 
wealth comes from the Western Provinces. West- 
ern Canada has unlimited possibilities if able to 
develop along its own lines. We in the West are 
not the East’s “poor relation’ —we ‘ure really very 
rich, and useful connections, of whom they should 
he justly proud, and to whom they owe much of 
their. prosperity. Why was it the East was not 
a bit helpful in helping the West get easier and 
nearer outlets foy their produce? Surely. if we 
are such a burden to them, the East should be very 
thankful when we try to do all our trading west- 
ward, and do our best not to clutter up their-ports 
with our produce. What do they want? Where 
is their gratitude? 


If the East really feels this way towards us, 
it is the very time for the Western Provinces to 
get together. and work for the good of their 
peoples, and the division of Canada into two, with 
a single Parliament for each half. 


Wipe out all these petty parliaments, and their: 


pretentiousness; get rid of their numerous M.L.A.’s 
and. duplicatcd ministeries, and, abdéve ‘all, estab- 
fish the Civil Service on a sound basis. 

It has been stated that Civil Servants will not 
| do their best work if at variance with the politi- 
cal powers that be. That is a ridiculous. state- 
ment, and not worthy of an honest man’s con- 
sideration. No one can work well with the fear 
of undeserved dismissal always wiih them. From 
seven years’ Civil Service experience I can say, 
without fear of contradiction, that a Conservative, 
Liberal or Socialist can work just as well as each 
other—if they are the right stuff; and if they are 
not, they are not liable to get into the service. 
Our. chief and his deputy didn’t change every time 
there was an election, in fact I doubt if anyone 
in the office knew what party they favored. Poli- 
tics were not discussed in the office: the staff was 
there to do their job, and as Jong as it was well 
done, they knew their job was safe and gave of 
their best. To discharge faithful Civil Servants on 
account of their politics is not in accordance with

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THE QUESTION OF UNITY

The decision 
as to whether any constituency 
should be contested, and the 
nomination of a candidate, have 
always been, anil are today, in 
the hands of the members within 
such constituency’ in convention 
usscmbled. Furthermore, no 
member-of the U.F.A. is under 
any compulsion to support, in 
any way, the policies for which 
the U.F.A. stands in the political 
iield. > 

Muny good U.F.A. members 
would like only too well to drop 
politics altogether, but many feel 
that in the present critical situa- 
lion, and with the unfortunate 
distrust of almost all political ef- 
forts that seems to be in ‘the 
minds of a majoriiy of Alberta 
citizens, that the U.F.A. must net 
drop out at the moment. _It has 
to its hand a-weapon, the power 
to contest elections under its own 
name. Many people believe that 
the U.F.A. is a sound and reason- 
able organization, that it will not 
promise that Which it cannot per- 
form. Shall the U.F.A., then, 
throw away its weapon and dis- 
regard the trust that is undoubi- 
edly reposed in or shall it 
guard it careflily y, ‘clean and 
sharp, not brandishing it wildly 
at all times, but ready and able 
to use it if the need arise? 

You say “with only two par- 
ties in the field,” ctc. What assur- 
ance have we that there will be 
“only two parties in the field’? 
While, no doubt, highly desirable 
and likely to be even more desir- 
able if a certain event takes place 
before the next provincial elec- 
tion, nevertheless indications are 
that it is exceedingly unlikely 
that there will be only two, or 
even only three, parties in the 
field when the starting gun is 
fired. 

May ‘1 thank. you, Sir, for gen- 
erous space accorded me at vari- 
ous times, and express my appre- 
ciation of a paper and an Editor’ 
with a policy that its sponsor is 
not afraid to air?

In 1917 Earl was married to 
Miss Mary McDermid in Edmon- 
ton hy Dr. D. G. McQueen. They 
have one son, Dick, attending the 
local High School. 


Find Ancient Cloth 
In Swiss Alps Cave 


Explorers in mountain caves 
of the Swiss Lake Dwellers, who 
lived 10,000 years ago, have dis- 
covered pieces of cloth that are 
older than written history. Up 
to 150 years ago, the only known 
methods of spinning were by the 
handwheel, or by the stiJl more 
primitive distaff and spindle. But 
ever since 1767, when the Lan- 
cashire weaver, Hargreavs, in- 
vented the Spinning Jenny, tre- 
mendous technical improvements 
have been taking place.. Today, 
textile manufacturing stands as 
‘on’ of the most progressive and 
up-to-date of industries, 

The first machines set up on 
the North American continent 
were in New England in 1783. 
The Canadian industry got under 
way at a little later date, but 
compared to any other manufac- 
turing industry in this country, 
our cotton textile business is re- 
latively very old. 

At the present time there are 
106 establishments operating in 
seven provinces, Over 21,000 
people are directly employed, of 
which 36 per cent are women. 
Many more thousands find work 
in supplying materials of Cana- 
dian origin, such as rayon 
yarns, spools, tubes and packing 
materials. These direct and in- 
direct employees of the cotton 
textile industry form a large body 
of consumers of Canadian farm 
and other products, both from 
the East and West. 

Since 1932 the total domestic 
market for cotton cloth has 
gradually increased, and the pro- 
duction of the mills has also in- 
creased. Due, however, to suc- 
cessive duty reductions, the 
Canadian mills have lost ground 


as compared to imports, the 
rates on cotton goods coming 
into Canada now being lower 


than those of any. other impor- 
tant cotton manufacturing coun- 
try in the world.

The World of Wheat 


By MAJOR H. L. STRANGE 


The International Wireat Ad- 
visory Committee has made an- 
other forecast to the effect that 
“IF the present acreage of wheat 
in the world should be main- 
tained and IF the yield per acre 
in every country should be nor- 
mal, and IF the demand for 
wheat should remain as low as it 
is at present, then on Aug. Ist, 
1940, there would be a huge sur- 
plus of wheat in the world of 
1,370 million bushels.” 

Has this forecast founded upon 
so many “IFS” any value; I have 
been asked? My reply is that it 
is not a forecast at all, but simply 
a mere guess. 

It is true that it all MIGHT 
occur, but actually no one can 
tell, for any such prediction de- 
pends. upon a knowledge of fu- 
ture yields per acre, which yields 
are governed by future weather, 
and meteorologists tell us that no 
one can accurately forecast the 
weather for mure than a_ few 
hours ahead. 

Guessing the future, as a rule, 
is a harmless pastime. The sad- 
ness is, however, that whenever 
the International Wheat Com- 
mittee makes its long-range, 
gloomy guesses, the market be- 
comes! unsettled, the price of 
wheat tends to fall, and so the 
producer is harmed.
